LONDON, February 24.—As later reports are 
received from the earthquake district it is 
found that the loss of lifé and property was 
far greater than was reported yesterday.

IS APPALLING. 

Hardly less than 500 people met their death 
in the general calamity and many small towns 
are stillto be heard from. The heaviest loss 
of life and property thus far reported was at 
Cervia, a town of scarcely 6,000 innabitants 
on the Adriatic in the province of Emilia, thir- 
teen miies south of Ravenna. The first shock 
struck Cervia with peculiar force, uprooting 
the foundation of the frail buildings and 

SCATTERING DEVASTATION EVERYWHERE. 

Hundreds of the inhabitants, wholly unpre- 
pared, were caught in the falling buildings 
and buried in the ruins. Others, fleeing to 
find a place of safety, were struck by flying 
timbers and killed or wounded. For more 
than an hour terror reigned supreme. When 
the shock had subsided and the excitement in 
a measure abated some attention was given to 
the wounded, but it was with difficulty that 
volunteers could be persuaded to return to

THE RESCUE OF THEIR FRIENDS. 

No approximate idea of the Joss of life and 
property can be formed at this time. The 
greater part of the town lies in ruins and 
under the ruins it is estimated lie the bodies 
of at least 300 people. As many more are 
wounded, and all have suffered the loss of 
some of their possessions.

REFUGEES AT MONTE CARLO. 

LONDON, February 24.—There have been no 
further disturbances at Monte Carlo. The 
place is fillec with thousands of refugees from 
Cennes, Nice, Mentone and San Remo. 

It is difficult to find shelter for the great 
number of people, and last night many of 
them were compelled to sleep out. Amore 
confident feeling prevails to-day. Gaming has 
been suspended, and a band is playing on 
the terrace for the purpose of restoring con- 
fidence to the frightened people. 

VILLAGES DESTROYED. 

Another shock was felt at Mentone to-day. 
It was,so severe that houses were shaken. No 
one was injured. Additional details concern- 
ing the damage done by yesterday’s shock 
show that in some cases Villages built on the 
mountain sides were toppled into the valleys. 
Three railway trains have been dispatched 
with food to the sufferers. A number of sol- 
diers have also been sent to assist them. 

FIFTEEN HUNDRED PEOPLE KILLED. 

RoME, February 24.—Details have been re- 
ceived this morning of the results of the 
earthguake yesterday, Showing that the 
effects were far more serious than was 
thought. The loss of life and destruction of 
property is learned to have beenterrible. The 
most startling news come from the Genoese 
Riviera. Over 1,500 people were killed in that 
district. At the village of Bajardo, situated at 
the top ofahill, anumber of the inhabitants 
took refuge in a church when the shocks were 
first felt. A subsequent and greater shock 
demolished the church and 300 of the people 
who were in it were killed. The destruction 
of property in the sections of Italy visited by 
the earthquake was immense and widespread.

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SHOEMAKER®S’ LOCKOUT. 


Twenty-Four Employes of Jos. Baum & Co. 
Refuse to Sign a Non-Interference Pledge. 


On Monday the employes of Joseph Baum & 
Co., shoe manufacturers at Sixth and St. 
Charles streets, were required to sign the fol- 
lowing non-interference pledge, which was 
passed about in the factory by the direction of 
the foreman: 


OFFICE OF Jos. Baum &Co.., 

ST. Louis, February 21, 1887. 

to work at and for the scale of 
prices now prevailing in this shop, or such other 
special price as I and my employer may mutually 
agree upon;and I will not interfere or cause others 
to interfere in the management of the shop in any 
manner, and if having a grievance at any time will 
report the same to the management of the shop only 
for fedress. 

Twenty-four workmen—sole cutters, lasters, 
trimmers, burnishers, etc,—refused to eign, 
4S, being members of the union, they would 
not agree to relinquish the right they claimed 
for the organization to interfere in their behalf, 
or their right to appeal to that union from the 
decisions of the management of the factory 
with respect to wages, time or other matters 
of difference that might arise. On their refusal 
to sign they left the factory, as it was told 
them men refusing to sign would be dis- 
charged. 

Joseph Baum, senior member of the firm, 
said this morning: ‘‘We had trouble with the

union two years ago, and we resolved 
then that we would manage our 
Own business, or have no business at 


all. So recently, when the union men 
began to get numerousin the shop and they 
tried to interfere with our management of it 
we concluded to put astop toit. The pledge 
was prepared and put up in the shop for the 
men to sign. Someof them would not sign 
and we discharged them.’’ 

**What was the interference you refer to?’’ 

‘‘Our finishing isdone by two menanda 
boy. Uptotwoorthree months ago we paid 
the men for the work one and they 
paid the boy, William ilson, whom 
they employed to assist them. Since 
the’ time mentioned we have aid 
Wilson. He has made between $8 and $l0a 
week, while the men have earned from $10 in 
the dull season to $25 each. They are members 
ofthe union, and as this is the dull season 
there are a number of finishers out of employ- 


ment. These men tried to get the boy out 
so that one of them could get the 
place. They came to us about it, ana we told 


them we wouid not discharge the boy. Iwas 
told that another boy who was employed by a 
man who hada job» and the privilege of em-

the application of those outsiders. We had 
nothing to do with that because we did not 
pay the boy. Stillit was an evidence of the 
intention to interfere that we resolved to nip 
in the bud.

FOUGHT TO A FINISH. 


A Desperate Skin Glove Fight Between 
George Klein and Jack O’ Brien. 


NEW YORK, February 24.—A desperate skin- 
glove fight to a finish took place last night ina 
down-town resort between George Klein and 
Jack O’Brien, both of Brooklyn. Klein 
is 22 years of age, weight 155 pounds, 
and has won several hard-gloye fights. O’Bri- 
en weighed 115 poands, is 19 years of age, and 
hasa good record. The first two rounds were 


uneventful. In the third round Klein ted 
on O’Brien’s face, cutting him  bad- 
ly. O’Brien countered, but his blows 
had little effect on Klein, who 


rained heavy blows on O’Brien’s face, draw- 
ing biood every time. Rounds four, five, six 
and 7 were a repetition of the third, Kiein 
doing all the leading and rushing O’Brien 
all around the ring. O’Brien was very 
plucky, and got in numerous good body 
blows on his adversary. In the eighth 
round Klein rushed his man, hitting 
him on every turn and damaging O’Brien’s 
frontispiece frightfully. The latter’s face was 
by this time reeking with blood, both eyes be- 
ing cut, his lips split, and he could hardly see. 
The ninth round opened savagely, Kiein leading 
and making a chopping-block of O’Brien, who 
wus all but knocked out... Inthe tenth round 
O'Brien gamely came up to the scratch unable 
to see. Klein got him up to the ropes and 
hammered him unmercifully. ’Brien 
finally dropped his hands. The. crowd 
here made such a noise and din that 
everything was confusion. The time-keeper 
yelled time, but could not be heard. Klein 
still hammered away at O’Brien endeavor- 
ing to knock hin out. O’Brien’s § sec- 
ond here claimed a foul. The referee 
immediately decided in O’Brien’s favor.. 
The decision was palpably unjust as 
Klein, and no one, in fact, could hear the 
timekeeper call.

A ONESIDED AFFAIR. 


REPORT OF THE ROYAL COMMISSION ON 
THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. | 


Rec endations of the Commission Re- 
garding Judicial Rents—The Jury in the 
Case of Dillon and Others Fail to Agree 
—The War Spectre—Prince Alexander 
Stricken with Small-Pox—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 24.—The report of the 
Royal commission on the Irish land question 
will be produced in the Commons this even- 
ing. Great difficulty was experienced, it will 
be remembered, in the constitution of this 
commission. From the first it has been boy- 
cotted by the National League, Indeed, no 
members of the latter have been even invited 
to give evidence. Iam able to send you the 
following summary of 

THE COMMISSIONERS’ RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. The term of the judicial rents fixed by the 
land act at fifteen years should be reduced to 
a statutory term of five years. All those whose 
rents were fixed five years ago would have the 
right to go into court at once forthe revision 
oftheir rents. In all future judicial rents the 
term for which they will be fixed will be five, 
not fifteen years. 

2. Ali leaseholders are to be permitted to go 
into court and have the judicial rent fixed by 
the Land Commissioners. Their exciusion 
from the benefit of the act has been a source 
of bitter complaint, especially in Ulster, ever 
since the act passed. 

8. Holders of town parks will also be allowed 
to share in the benefit of the land act. They 
were specially excluded by the lagd act of 1880 
and 1881. 

4. Asto purchase, the commissioners are in 
favor of what might be called legislative sim- 
plification rather than legislative compulsion, 
They would remove the legal technical dif- 
ficulties which at present stand in the way of 
the operation of Ashbourne’'s act. But they 
strongly deprecate the compulsory expropria- 
tion of landlords, or the compulsory creation 
of peasant proprietors. 

5. They report that intimidation in the shape 
of boycotting prevails extensively, but they 
abstain from making any recommendations 
on the subject. 

6. As to the congested districts they recom- 
mend that the excessive population on the 
Western seaboards should be recuced by ml- 
gration or emigration. Upon this subject 
the Commissioners have taken a good deal 
of very interesting evidence, some of which 
goes to show that the peasants in the con- 
gested districts are by no means opposed 
to emigration if it is reasonably conducted. If 
they are compelled to quit their native gien, 
they would as soon go to Canada as outside 
of Connemara. 

A STRUGGLE ABOUT COERCION, 

The Irish party do not regard the report as 
serious. Itis now evident that we are on the 
brink of a severe struggle about coercion. If 
a coercion bill is brought forward this session, 
it is not expected by the Irish members that 
any other measures Of any kind will pass into 
law this year. 

THE TRIAL OF DILLON. 
The trial of Dillon and his friends will close 


to-day. It is ex- 
pected that the ju- 
ry will disagree. 


The only result of 
the expensive and 
protracted prose- 
cution has been to 
afford at the ex- 
pense of the Gov- 
ernment arostrum 
from which the 
ablest and most 
popular advocate 
in Ireland could 
preach sedition. 
Some of the speeches in defense of 
the traversers have been singular- 
ly eloquent and powerful as instruments 
of propaganda. They are admirably calcu- 
lated to cover theauthorities with confusion. 
Against the combined wit, pathos and elo- 
quence of the argu- 
ment of counsel for 
the defense, Sergt. 
O’Brien’s face of 
brass and voice of 
thunder availed but 
little, especially as

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


The House Wrangles Over the Anti-Convict 
Labor Resolution. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcr. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., February 24.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning Mr. Beil of Peoria introduced 
a bill providing for the employment of the 
convicts in the penitentiary on State account, 
and that they shall be so employed by 
the Commissioners as to not affect one 
class of production more than another. 
Streeter’s bill, changing the age of consent in 
girlsfrom 10 years tol4 years, and Curtis’ 
bill, appropriating $500 to pay the principal 
and interest of a State improvement bond of 
1847, were passed. 


THE HOUSE. 

In the House this morning immediately 
after reading the journal, Fuiler’s joint reso- 
lution declari itto bethe opinion ofthe 
General Assembly that the amendment to the 
Constitution proposed for submission by the 
Thirty-fourth General Assembly, prohibiting 
the future contracting of convict labor by the 
Penitentiary Commissioners, was not legally 
adopted, and is not a part of the organic law 
of the State,and that the Commissioners of the 
Joliet Penitentiary be directed to recontract 
the labor of the convicts, in order that any 
person feeling himself aggrieved can submit 
the question forthe determination of the Su- 
preme Court, came up on special order, anda 
long and earnest debate ensued. 

Mr. Fuller stated that his only object was to 
afford an opportunity to have the question 
tested in this court, and expressed the 
opinion that if the question was again sub- 
mitted, and in a legal manner, it would be 
‘*‘snowed under by 300,000 majority against 
it.’’ The Democrats immediately took ad- 
vantage to present their views advocating 
the abolition of the contract system, 
and thus endeavoring to enlist the sympathies 
and support of the United Labor party. 
Archer of Pike, who was a member of the 
Constitutional Convention of 1870, conceded 
the assertion that it was intended that any 
amendinents to the Constitution should be 
german to its contents, but that was nota 
question for the General Assembly to deter- 
mine, but for the Supreme Court. 

Miller of Stark spoke in favor of the resolu- 
tion, and Messick of St. Clair opposed it.

SHOP BILL. 


The House Indulges in a Spirited Debate 
Over the Railroad Bill—Buckner’s Sub- 
stitute—Bills Passed by the House—The 
Senate Considering the BKailroad Bill— 
Proceedings of the Missouri Legislature. 


Py Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., February 24.—A sharp 
brush in the House this morning over the Sal- 
isbury antibucket-shop bill resulted in the 
defeat of an attempt to force immediate con- 
sideration of the measure. After the morning 
hour had expired Mr. Salisbury asked that the 
bill prohibiting the operation of what are com- 
monly known as ‘‘bucket shops’’ and the 
dealing in grain in which actual delivery is 
not contemplated, be called up out of its reg- 
ular order and voted upon for engrossment. 

Mr. Henry Smith of Kansas City opposed 
consideration of the bill out of its place 
on the calendar. ‘‘There is no good reason 
why an exception should be made in this par- 


ticular measure,’’ said he, ‘‘and I can’t un- 
derstan@why this House should become in- 
volved atan unnecessarily early hour in a 
discussion over it. After all it is only a big 
fight between two kinds of gambiers—the op- 
tion gumbliers ard the bucket-shop gamblers, 
anu it promises to be along and tedious con- 
test. kow, I, too, have bills whichI would 
like to have taken up and considered immedi- 
ately, but I don’t understand thatl have any 
right to make such a request of the House.’’ 

‘*T move that the rules be suspended and the 
— taken up for engrossment,’’ said Salis- 

ury. 

My. Knapp of St. Louis tried to get in a word 
on the motion, but was cut down by the 
Speaxker’s ruling that the subject was not de- 
batable. 

The motion was put and defeated by a vote 
of 38 ayes to 83 noes, a two-thirds vote being 
necessary to carry a motion to suspend. Sub- 
Bequentiy, Mr. isbury’s- motion prevailed 
to make the antibucket-shop bill the special 
crder of business for next Wednesday. 

THE SENATE, 

The Senate spent the greater part of the 
morning in considering the railroad bill in a 
committee of the whole, with Senator Jacobs 
im the chair. When Senater Harmon moved 
to take up the bill he was vigorousiy oppose14 
by Senators McGinnis and Proctor, who 
advisedthe Senate to defer action until the 
engrossment or passage by the House of the 
bill pending before that body. Harmon’s 
motion prevailed, however, andthe process 
oftinkering the bill began. An amendment 
Offered by Senator Moran, proyiaing that 
Failroad companies shall not be compelled 
to charge the same rates for freight carried in 
any and ali directions, was defeated. Senator 
Moran then offered an amendment permitting 
the railroads to discriminate in their carrying 
charges between large and small quantities of 
freight. Senators Moran, Ball and Proctor 
spoke in favor of the amendment and Senator 
Parcher against it. Pending the discussion 
the Senate took a recess. 

THE HOUSE. 

The House this morning displayed in its 
actions a deplorable lack of organization, 
and a number of members, by their ignorance 
of parliamentary procedure, got themselves 
and thelr colleagnes entangled in what very 
much resembled a burlesque upon legislation. 
When the hour arrived for the consideration of 
the special order of business, Mr. Noland called 
up the antidisecrimination raijroad bill, pre- 
pared by the Internal Improvements Com- 
mittee. Dr. Goodykoontz of Washington, with 
a formidable-looking volume from which he 
read in his hand, made the point of order 
that the railroad bill had lost its place 
asthe ‘‘special order,’’ for the reason that 
when the House adjourned yesterday after 
considering the bill, no motion was carried 
making it the order from day to day, and for 
that reason its consideration was outof order. 

Mr. Brown of Jackson differed from Dr. 
Goodykoontz as tothe facts. He was of the 
opinion that the bill had been made the special! 
order from day today. Several members ex- 
—?— themselves upon the question, and 

he Journal was read sustaining Dr. Goody- 
koontz. 

Mr. Buckner moved that the rules be sus- 
pended and the bill considered for engross- 
ment. 

THE MOTION CARRIED. 

Mr. Buckner then offered a substitute for 
the entire bill.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Mrs. Kuenzel’s Second Matrimonial Vent- | 
ure and the Sequel. 


The contested divorce suit of Mary OC. Kuen- 
zel against John G. Kuenzel is set for trial to- 
day before Judge Valliant. Both parties were 
in Court at the motion hour, and the Sheriff 
was compelled to suppress a demonstration 
of the husband, who excitedly addressed 
his wife, holding up his hand in a threat- 
ening manner. The Kuenzels were married 


January 10, 1883. They separated several 
times. On the 8th of June, 1585, Mrs. Kuenzel 
left her husband, but a reconciliation was 
effected and on the llth of August follow- 
ing a second separation took place. 
Once again they came together, but 
another rupture occurred in January of last 
year and ire. Kuenzel left her husband. 
Upon his promise to reform, however, she 
gave him yet one more trial, and the final sep- 
aration did not occur until the 18th of Novem- 
ber, last vear. 

Mrs. Kuenzel alleges that her husband made 
use of the most profane language and treated 
ber in the most cruel manner. He was most 
offensive in his drinking moods and became 
very violent in his words and actions 
under the influence of liquor. During the 
night of the 8th of June, 1885, she alleges that 
he whipped her twice and drove her from 
home. He Mpeated this conduct on the llth 
of August, and tore all the clothing off 
her back. Onthel8th of last November he 


gave her another whipping and drove 
her out of the house. She gave him 
no further opportunity to abuse 
her, and soon afterwards commenced 


proceedings fora divorce. As an additional 
ground she alleges that her husband accused 
her falsely of improperconduct. Mrs. Kuenzel 
was a widow atthe date of her marriage with 
the defendant, and she asks that her property 
may revert to her, andthat she may have 
restoration of her former name, Mary C. 
Meyer. 

The hhsband enters an answer in which he 
admits the marriage, but denies each and 
every other allegation made by his wife.

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PENDING PROVISIONS. 


ORDINANCES UNDER CONSIDERATION IN 
THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Preparing to Finish the Business of the 
Present Session—Public Improvements 
Provided fer by the Board—Reconstruc- 
tion of Grand Avenue—The Bridge Over 
the Railroad Tracks—Informal Meet- 
ings on the Subject of Elevated Kail- 
roads—Municipal Matters. 


After the next meeting of the Municipal As- 
sembly the sessions will be more frequent as 
several important measures are pending and 
the terms of the Delegates and six of the Coun- 
cilmen are growing short. The most impor- 
tant measures in the COouncil are the 
elevated railroad bilis, which are not 
regarded favorably. The Councilmen pri- 
vately express the opinion § that the 
bills de not make sufficient provision 
for the indemnification of small property- 
holders, who will be damaged by the construc- 
tion of the proposed roads. The promoters of 
the bills claim that the provision is ample, but 


they have not convinced many of the Council- 


men. Next tothese, the revision of the city 
ordinances for the past four years is deemed 
most important. Twenty-four of the forty- 
seven chapters have been revised by the com- 
mittee and reported back. In the House of Del- 
egates, the ordinance condeming Papin street 
between Twelfth and Thirteenth streets prom- 
ises to be the most interesting measure. An 
ordinance clusing the street was passed once 
before, but the Council tacked on an 
amendment providing for the payment of 
$5,000 for the street by the Shickle-Harrison 
Iron Company. When the company under- 
took to fence in the newly acquired strip an 
injunction was obtained and the case was 
taken to the Supreme Court, where it was held 


that the city had a right to vacate 
streets but could not sell them. 
A new ordinance was accordingly 


introduced, but it is meeting with consider- 
able opposition. It has been laid over until 
the next meeting of the House for further con- 
sideration. 

Two bills each granting a franchise fora 
street railway from Tower Grove Park to the 
Fair urounds are still inthe committee. An 
effort willbe made to push the Court-house 
and Northwestern and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and Tower Grove bilis through before 
the final adjournment. Some other measures 
will be permitted to die with the seasion. 


Closing the Drives. 


In the construction of the sewer along Van- 
deventer avenue it has been found necessary 
to close the east and west streets. A permit 
was granted closing West Pine street for 


thirty days, but this did not give time enough 
to finish the contract and an extension 
of sixty days was asked for, but Mayor 
Francis refused to extend the time beyond 
thirty days, as the street would be used then 
by persons driving west. The Sewer Commis- 
sioner was notified of this extension. A pber- 
mit has also been issued to close Washington 
avenue for twenty days. The contractors have 
been notified that the streets must be opened 
by the time the warin weather arrives.

On Marth 15, at lla. m., property-holders will 
be heard on the proposed reconstruction of 
Grand avenue from Laclede avenue to the 
center line of Morgan street and for the recon- 
struction of Grand avenue from this point to 
Easton avenue ; also for the opening of Windsor 
piace from St. Alphonsus street to Grand ay- 
enue. 

The application of the St. Louis Illuminating 
Company for permission to put up electric 
light poles on Fourteenth street, from Pine to 
Olive street; on Pine, from Sixth to Four- 


teenth; on Franklin avenue, from 
Sixth to Twenty-sixth, and on South 
Broadway, from Gratiot to Russell 
avenue, was granted. Application was 


also made for permission to erect poles on 
Olive street from Fourteenth street to Grand 
avenue, butthis was taken under considera- 


tion. The Board has heretofore _ re- 
fused permits for such short poles,

The State Rests Its Case — Adjournment 
Taken Until Saturday. 


The examination of witnesses in the Bowman 
case at Belleville yesterday was continued to 
a late hour. In addition to the testimony 
published in the Post-DISPATCH last evening 
Christian A. Schmidt, who claimed to have 
seen the flash of the pistol, said he did not 
speak to Voice, whom he recognized as he 
killed Bewman, because ‘‘it stood me in 
hand not to see him.’’ His presence 


in the neighborhood at the time was for the 

urpose of obtaining a caddy of tobacco which 
fe had stolen and ‘‘planted’’ near the Bow- 
manbarn. He acknowledged that he was a 
thief and that he had stolen the tObacco. He 
bad hired Banks to help him carry it. He was 
about thirty yards from the pistol flash,on the 
northeast side of Tenth street. When he saw 
the flash he said he would bet $4.50 Bowman 
was done up. 

Will Banks, alias Bush, testified to the flash 
and to seeing Voice running. He did not see 
his face. He contradicted Scnmidt’s testi- 
mony in some particulars. 

The State rested its case and an adjournment 
was agreed on until Saturday at9a. m. 

THE CASE AGAINST O’NEILL

DIED IN THE “HOLDOVER.” 


A Woman’s Sudden Death at the Four 
Courts this Merning. 


Asuddenand singular death occurred this 
morning at the ‘‘holdover’’ at the Four 
Courts. Yesterday a woman known as Mollie 
Andrews, alias Alexander was arrested in the 
Third District on acharge ofstealing some 
bed-clothes.

The indemnity is like death claims, to be paid 
promptly in one sum. The Association has 
become the standard by which all other mutu- 
ai accident associations are guarded. In 1886, 
the expense ratio was reduced below that of 
any stock company in the accident business, 
the saving effected in that year being 33 cents 
on each dollar paid for losses, a saving due 
to the large volume of business and the close 
watch over expenditures. 

As showing the unrivalled success of the 
company reference was made by Mr. Peet to 
the high commendation of the system and con- 
dition of the company by the Insurance Com- 
mission of Connecticut and by the examiners 
of the New York Insurance Department. Only 
afew months ago the Hon. Henry J. Rein- 
nmund, Insurance Commissioner ofthe State of 
Ohio, sent the following letter to James R.

SLUGGING SOLONS, 


DISGRACEFUL WRANGLES AND FIGHTS IN 
THE INDIANA LEGISLATURE, 


Lieut.-Gov: Robertson Attempts to Assume 
Possession of the Chair in the Senate 
and is Forcibly Ejected from the Cham- 
ber—Senators and Door-Keepers Indulge 
in a Free Fight—The Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Addresses a Crowd from the Steps of 
the Capitol, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 24.—The Sen- 
ate Chamber was carefully guarded this morn- 
ing bythe force of door-keepers, and even 
members of tre body had difficulty in effecting 
entrances There was a tremendous crowd in 
the lobbies, and much feeling. At the 
hour of 9 o’clock, Green Smith rapped the 
Senate to order, whereupon Col. Robertson, 
who had been admitted to the floor, started 
toward the chair. He was met on the steps 
by an assistant door-keeper, whotold him he 
could notcomeup. The Colonel replied that 
he was the presiding officer of the Senate and 
must take his seat, and stepped forward, 
when the door-keeper repelled him to the 
foot of the stairs. Thereupon he stood in 
front of the Clerk’s desk, and stated that he 
had been elected Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State, and by the Constitution was presiding 
officer of the Senate, and he demanded his 


seat. The point ef order was raised 
that nene but members of the _ Sen- 
ate could take up .the time of the 


body, which Smith sustained and called upon 
the door-keeper to remove him from the 
chamber. The door-keeper approached 
Robertson, took hisarm and thetwo walked 
out tothe main’door. The crowd saw Robert- 
son come out and 
THERE WAS GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

He mounted the steps and made a speech 
reciting what had transpired in the chamber 
and cautioned the people to do nothing that 


would infringe upon the peace or dig- 
nity of the State, er that” they 
would regret in cooler moments. This 
ended the trouble and Col. Robertson 


passed outintothe hall of the House, which 
body had not yet met. During the excitement 
about the Senate doors, three of the Senators 
attempted to enter and had difficulty. Sen- 
ator Johnson of Wayne denounced the door- 
keepers and during the melee a number of 
persons from the inside approached the door, 
among them Senator McDonald, who put 
up his hands. Johnson interpreted it as 
an attempt to thrust him back and struck the 
Senator on the face. Senator De Motte was 
ordered into his seat, and when tne Sergeant 
put him down threw him to the floor. 
tepublican Senators tried to follow Robert- 
son out of the chamber, but were not 
permitted to leave. They sat quietly in 
the rear of the chamber taking no part 
in the proceedings. When the House was 
called to order bills on their passage 
were called up, and one bill was passed. The 
speaker announced that when the Lieutenant- 
Governor was presiding in the Senate accord- 
ing to the Constitution, the fact of the pass- 
age would be communicuted to that body. 
This was received with greatapplause. He has 
instructed the door-keeper not to admit the 
Secretary of the Senate as such to the hall, 
with the design of presenting any communica- 
tions. 
ROBERTSON’S SPEEOR. 

The following is the speech of Lieut.-Gov. 
Robertson: 

‘*‘GENTLEMEN—I have been requested by a 
great number here to state what occurred 
witain the Senate Chamber. When I! first ap- 
peared at the door lI was refused admittance, 
the door-keepers on the outside stating they 
had positive orders to refuse me 
admission. I stood in the door blocking 
the passage until it was finally opened, and 
one of the door-keepers fromthe inside said 
that was ‘all right, Mr. Robertson can come 


in.’ I was then admitted. At the time for 
opening the Senate I started towards 
the steps leading up into the Presi- 


dent’s chair, intending to assume the duties 
the Constitution prescribes I shall perform. 
A large heavy door-keeper, whose name I do 
not know, aman with heavy black moustache 
and whiskers [cries of ‘‘Pritchett’’]. No, not 
Pritchett. He said ‘you can go no further.’ 
I said ‘I will.’ He placed both his hands upon 
my shoulders and said, 

‘YOU CAN GO NO FURTHER HERE,’ 
Icaught hold ofthe post and tried to push 
myself past him, when he seized me and threw 
me as far as from here to that pillar (pointing 
away about sixfeet). [Cries of ‘‘Hang him!’’ 
and other cries of ‘‘No, no!’’] 1 stepped back, 
stood at the Clerk’s desk, and made 
an address to the Senate, stating that 
I claimed the position of presiding officer of 
the Senate by virtue of an election by the peo- 
ple, the declaration of a joint convention of 
the two houses, and the opinion of the Supreme 
Court upon the falsity of title of the claimant. 
I was interrupted by the so-called President of 
the Senate over and over again, with the 
threat that if I did not stop he would remove 
me from the floor, and with calls for the 
door-keeperto do it. The door-keeper was 
finally calledand did push me outside of this 
further door of the Senate chamber. [Cries of 
shame! shame!!] Thatis about all that con- 


cerned me. Somé of our Senators were engaged 
in alittle scrimmage. Senator DeMotte,on pass- 
ing in, from some cause, I donot know what 
it was, insisted uponan opening of the door.

How the Turks Persuaded Stevens to Ride 
for Them.

New York, February 24.—If a thoughtful 
waiter had not opened the folding doors, at 
the end of Morello’s long dining room last 
night, a gastronomic catastrophe might have 
occurred. The wheelmen of the Citizens’ 
Ciub gave a dinner to Thomas Stevens, 
the bicyclist who has pedalied and pushed and 
paddied his way around the earth. All the 


prominent wheelmen cf the East were present. 
After the club had coasted through the en- 
tire bill of fare Capt. Smith gavethe order to 
‘*ride close,’’ andthe serious business, sat- 
irized inthe programme under the title of 
‘*‘brain food,’’ began. In a few chosen 
words President Gulick introduced Toast- 
master Simeon Ford, who rose to the tinkling 
music of ‘‘chestnut bells.’’ The toastmaste> 
exceeded the expectations of his most san- 
guine friends by the number of new jokes 
which he gave to the world. 

! MR. STEVENS THEN GAVE 
acharacteristically modest little account of 
his trip around the world, inthe course of 
which he said: ‘*The alkali flats in the great 
American soiloffer as good wheeling as the 
sandpapered roads about Boston, while the 
fertile lands of lowa, at the time of 
the year in which I reached them, 
were churned into an almost im- 
passable state. In Ohio, where politics is the 
staple articie of food, 1 meta gentleman from 
New York and we there fell into the hands ofa 
wily politician who steered us into his polit- 
ical mneeting, and before we knew it had the 
twoof us posing before his constituents as 
‘gentlemen who had ridden from the extremes 
ofthe corntinentto witness the success of the 
cause.’ . 

FRENCH POLITENESS. 

‘*In England the horses pay no attention toa 
bicycle. But in France the horses became 
restive before the machine. There is in 
France, however, no specimen of what is 
known as the great American ‘road hg.’

In Chinathe bicycle was only an incumbrance. 
There are no roadsin China. The rivers are 
the only highways. In one city the mob stoned 
me. Finally by many relays of soldiers I was 
handed over to the English Consul, and took a 
steamer for Japan. The roads in that country 
are excellent.’’

MUCH SPECULATION REGARDING THE OF- 
FICE OF SECRETARY OF AGRICULTUBE. 


Cepgressman Hatch and Commissioner Col- 
man After the Office—The Pacific Rail- 
read Investigation—Senator Edmunds’ 
Change of Front—Senator Brown’s Reso- 
lution—The Appropriation Bills—secre- 
tary Manning’s Probable Successor — 
Social Gossip. 


By Telegraph @the Post-DISPATcH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 24.—There 
is much speculation as to what the President 
will do with the bill which passed the House 
some days since and the Senate yesterday cre- 
ating a new Cabinet efiicer, to be known as 
the Secretary of Agriculture. The Dill has 
been pending for some years, and once passed 
both houses, but was vetoed by President 
Arthur. Mr. Hatch, Chairman of the Ag- 
ricultural Committee, and other friends 
of the measure who have talked 
with the President on the subject, 
say he will sign the bill. In case he does it 
seems to be well established that Mr. Hatch 
will desire to go into the Cabinet, and it is not 
improbable that the President will recognize 
him. Commissioner of Agriculture Colman 
will also expect to be promoted. The agri- 
culturists have very generally petitioned for 
the passage of the bill, and upon this it is 
argued that the President cannot, from a 
political point of view, afford to disapprove 
the bill. , 

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD INVESTIGATION. 
It is now certain that the Senate will pass 
the Pacific Railroad investigation measure. 
A number of Republican Senators are very 
restive at being broughtupfrom day to day 
to place themselves on record as against the 
investigation. A prominent Republican Sena- 
tor, who voted against the taking up, said: 
‘‘The matter will surely come up Thursday or 
Friday, and then I shall vote for the investi- 
gation. There are at least a dozen Republican 
Senators who feel as I do aboutit, that we 
have noright to stand upon the floor of the 
Senate and oppose any honestly proposed 
investigation. The only reason that I voted 
against taking it up thus far is because I be- 
lieved that it was out ofits order.’’ 
Senator Hoar, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, gave notice yesterday in the open 
Senate that he would to-day ask the Senate 
to take up the measure to-day or to-morrow 
at2o’clock. This is a pledge made by him 
and it will be carried out. Whenit comes up 
it will undoubtedly be passed.in spite of the 
peculiar opposition ot Senator Edmunds, who 


voted toreportin favor ofthe investigation, 
but who has since deciared against it. 

SENATOR EDMUNDS’ OPFOSITION. 

The factis now recallicd thac Senator Ed- 
munds has had very close relations as counsel 
with the Central Pacific Railroad. He argued 
their casein the Supreme Court against the 
State of Californiain what was known asthe 
California tax case. The Central Pacific is 
very much opposed to this investigation. It 
is clear that if it is ordered according tothe 
terms of the resolution reported by the Judi- 
ciary Committee of the Senate the road 
will be placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. Mr. Edmunds opposed the investiga- 
tion in the Judiciary Committee, but when he 
found a majority of the members of the com- 
mittee were for it, he himself added the 
amendments which every one considers en- 
danger the passage of the bill. When the 
funding bill was reported by the Judiciary 
Committee, Mr. Edmunds approved the report 
which accompanied it. That report proposed 
that the Union Pacific Raiiroad should pay a 
certain sum of money, in the neighborhood of 
$1,400,000 perannum. It is argued in this re- 
port that this company could not afford to pay 
any more than that and that the company 
should have itstime extended, because it was 
unable to meet its obligations. 
A CHANGE OF FRONT. 

Mr. Edmunds after approving the report at 
that time, suddenly changes about and wishes 
toadd ad0 per cent clause tothe Thurman 
act, which would makethe Union Pacific pay 
$2,700,000 ayear, the sum which he agreed 
earlier in the session they could not pay. 
There isan inconsistency in Mr. Edmunds’ 
position which surprises his friends. His 
earnestness in attempting to defeat this in- 
vestigation is notin keeping with his general 
policy in the Senate. But whatever means he 
may employ, he cannot hold the Republican 
side back of him. There will be at least 
fifteen Republican Senators who will vote 
forthe investigation. Senator John Sherman 
has been credited with an opposition to this 
investigation. He has not shown this onthe 
surface, beyond hisrulings againstit. These 
rulings have, however, been sustained by the 
Republican side upon the ground that they 
were in accordance with the Republican cau- 
cus programme. Mr. Sherman had a long 
confidential interview with Mr. A. E. Bate- 
man yesterday afternoon, one of the most en- 
terprising of Wali street speculators, and 
**Deacon’’ White. Mr. Bateman is an old and 
coniidential friend of Senator Sherman. It isa 
understood these operators visited Mr. 
Sherman for the purpose of obtaining 
points from him as to the probability 
of the passage of the measure. The tacking 
ofthe Thurman act amendments to the in- 
vestigation measure has stimulated the specu- 
lators, who watch closely every step taken 
relating to this bill. If the Judiciary Com- 
mittee had reported the investigation pure 
and simple it could have been passed without 
any opposition, but there would have been no 
opportunity for speculators to profit one 
way or the other. It is believed that 
everything will be stripped from the 
resolution but the investigation feature. 
Asthe measure increases the appropriation 
for the investigation when it goes back to the 
House itcan be passed only under a suspen- 
sion ofthe rules. During the last six days of 
the session motions to suspend the rules are 
alwaysinorder. If the Speaker will recog- 
nize Mr. Springer, Mr. Henly or Mr. Crisp the 
matter can be readily disposed of, as there is 
no opposition to the investigation measure in 
the House. 

SENATOR BROWN’'S RESOLUTION. 
Senator Brown of Georgia introduced a 
resolution calling for the correspondence 
between the State Department and Min- 
ister Jackson in Mexico, relating to the 
seizure and sale of the Ameri- 
can schooner Rebecca; all correspondence 
between the Secretary of State and Mr. Jack- 
son, and Mr. Jackson's letter to the President 
upon the occasion of his retirement. Mr. Bay- 
ardis very reluctant to send in this corre- 
spondence. He has now been overa month 
making up his mind about it. It is now said 
that he does not intend to send in the corre- 
spondence until the last day of the session so

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 
The representative of the Post-DIsparcn 
yesterday went over alithe appropriation bills 
and has prepared the following summary of 
their sitvation: Thereare but eight more days 
of Congress. In additior to the appropriation 
bills there are a number of important public 
and private measures which will be rushed 
through, if possible. With the vast number 
of bills occupying prominent places upon the 
calendar, there is hardly time enough to prop- 
erly complete consideration of the appropria- 
tion bilis, but one of which has passed both 
Houses of Congress and is ready for the Pres- 
ident’s signature. The fourteen appro- 
priation bills occupy’ the following 
positions: The deficiency bill is vet to be re- 
ported from the Appropriation Committee: 
the sundry civil, army. fortifications. military 
academy and District ef Columbia bills are ail 
in conferences; the naval and legislative are 
upon the House calendar and will be the first 
to come up; the Post-oftice bill will go to con- 
ference to-morrow; the agriculture and con- 
sular and diplomatic have passed the House 
and are now on the Senate calendar; the river 
and harbor and the Mexican appropriation 
bills are upon the calendar of the committee 
of the whole; the pension appropriation bill 
has been agreed upon by both branches and is 
ready for the President's yg aed: the Indian 
bill has become a law; the fortifications bill is 
the measure of last session, which is still in 
conference, and it is extremely doubtful if an 
agreement can be reached.

A SOCIAL SCANDAL. 
There is a scandal agitating social circles 
whichis now on every tongue. So much is 
this story turned over that it is now as widely 
disseminated in Washington as if the details 
of the story had been published 
in the PusT-DISPATCH. The story Involves an 
ex-diplomate who was once an ornament in 
the foreign service. For some time it has been 
asource of wonder how this retired official 
managed to live and go aboutin good society 
as he has done, every one knowing that he had 
no private fortune.

This company have their headquarters in Lon- 
don. English capitalists own about one- 
fourth of the stock. This great and success. 
ful veuture was brought to the Farwellis by an 
impecunious and visionary man who got the 
contract which he sold to the FarweH Com- 
pany. The man happened to be in Austin 
and hearing that the State was offering this 
land to any one who could put 
up the State buildings, he calmly walked 
up and took the contract, when he had 
barely enough money in his pocket to pay his 
fare to Chicago. The same men who gave 
away sucha block of land, rather than raise 
the money necessary to pay taxation, of 
course, never dreamed of questioning the con- 
tractor’s financiai ability. He had some 
trouble in convincing the Farwells of the 
value ofthe land, but investigation showed 
them the vaine and so the contract was 
purchased for a few thousand dollars, gaining 
aproperty which will net its owner many 
millions.

HIS LIGHT WAS DMMED FOREVER, 
and yet there were tose familiar with Gor- 
don’s career who kney that his resignation 
was for honorable pwposes, and that he had 
no idea that he would le succeeded by Brown. 
For six years the State had been the scene of 
such political warfare .s it is hard to describe. 
The managers in Atanta were full of re- 
sources, quick-witted expert organizers and 
more than a match forthe untrained majority 
which chafed under thir rule. First they were 
defeated by the candflacy of A. H. Stephens 
for the Governorshi. When he died an 
anti-Atlanta majority went up to the State 
Convention, butit wis cleverly handled into 
nominating D. H. NeDaniel who served At- 
lanta’s purpose. Ajthe close of McDanicl’s 
second term approiched last summer, the 
bosses were indi'isnay for want of material 
with which to fill the Governor’s chair and it 


seemed as if Maj. Bacon would havea walk- 
over. A hurried coisuitation was held and 
Gen. Gordon was tiegraphed to come home 
and run. Gordon was just starting out for 


| Montgomery, Ala., where he was to meet 


Jefferson Davis. Ittost him some thought to 
decide upon hiscourse, A friend of his says 
that he always chaed under the manner in 
which he had been exiled from politics and 
that he really did nm decide upon his course 
until his interview wth Davis. The hostility 
of Mr. Davis to Senator Brown is well known, 
and itiseasy to see that in his advice to his 
gallant subordinate, who had won imperish- 
able glory at Seven Points, Mr. Davis pointed 
out the road to public favor, and that the 
road did not run by Brown’s house. 

THE CELEBRATED TRIP THROUGH GEORGIA 
followed, and at every station Jefferson 
Davis bowed to the astsembied thousands 
and introduced Gen. Gotdon as his Aaron. 
The Gordon who resigned his seat in the Sen- 
ate was forgotten, and asthe people looked 
upon his scarred face apd Bll under the gleam 
of his piercing eye, the man who stood 
next to Lee in the army of Northern Virginia 
was remembered. Old soliliers pressed for- 
ward and fell upon his neck and the spirit of 
1863 ruled the State. From shat moment ther@¢ 
was no doubtof Gordon’s election. Here is 
the interesing part of the story. Gordon did 
not go into the Executive chairas anybody's 
man. He felt thatthe cal came froma gen- 
erous people, who wished to honor the man 
who had led them to victory and joined with 
them in war. The old rmgmasters gathered 
round Gordon, but one by one they felt that 
Gordon was himself again. He rejected 
overtures which would e>mpromise him: his 
appointments have been free from criticism, 
somuch so that the people recognize that 
Gordon is Governor. Ons of the most anxious 
elements for the continuance of the old regime 
was the convict lessee ring. They felt that 
they had a lien upon thenew Governor. The 
were surprised when the Governor sided wit 
Prison Physician Westmoreland, in demand. 
ing sanitary protection for the prisoners. 
They were fairly amazed when he gent ina 
messaze to the Legislature suggesting the abo- 
lition of the lessee syatem, and their expres- 
sions of indignation now are quiet 
but deep. When ex-Mayor English 
one day last week entered the 
Governor’s office and made use of a remark 
implying doubt of the Governor’s im lality, 
Gordon rebuked itin a manner befitting the 
office he held. Allof this means that Gordon 
is not a figurehead in Georgia politics, but that 
he is a man who intends to carve out his own 
career in peace as he did in.war. The men of 
South Georgia who o ed him for Governor, 
are now talking of him for the Senate as 
Brown’s successor. Thus the whirligig of 
time, whieh brought in Brown at Gordon’s 
exit, will reintroduce Gordon when Brown 
g0es out.
